Select for Weight 
—and Type 


by Robert C. Haigler 


Washington C.H., Ohio 


Here's o practical production testing 
program you can set up right now for 
faster gaining, more efficient beef cattle. 


0: course the showring 
has done much in the last century and 
a half, to improve all our species of 
livestock. The showring will continue 
to play an important role in the future. 


For the past 25 years we have been 
selecting smaller and smaller cattle for 
our champions, Haven't we begun to 
assume that small size is a sign of early 
maturity and superior quality’ We have 
heen selecting for type alone; we have 
neglected to select also for efficiency. 


In fact, the scale of points used as a 
guide in judging cattle allots only 5 
points out of 100 for weight. In other 
words we have spent 95% of our efforts 
selecting for type and 5% for efficieney. 


Our attempt to develop a strain of 
cattle raised by nurse cows, withour legs 
and without middle, may win some rib- 
bons under present standards. But we 
must realize that such cattle cannot walk 
far enough to get feed and water on the 
range, the bulls cannot serve a cow, 
and the cows cannot bear calves without 
assistance. 


In the 18th Century we have the 
record of a bull named Hamlet that

2238 lbs. How many 2000-lb. bulls have 
you seen lately? 

Of course you may say that times 
have changed; that type of cattle are 
not popular; nobody wants big cattle. 
But let's do a little figuring. To reach 
2000 Ibs. in 24 months we must have a 
gain of 2.74 lbs. per day of age. This 
same rate will produce 1000 lbs. at 12 
months of age. I believe this is a 
practical goal that commercial producers 
would like to reach. 1000-lb, bulls at 
12 months are being produced on feed- 
lot rations and they will transmit this 
ability to make rapid and efficient gains 
to their offspring. 

Research has definitely proven that 
both rate of gain 
and quality are in- 
herited. And, they 
are inherited inde- 
pendently of each 
other. If you keep 
this one fact in 
mind you can 
breed any type of 
cattle you~ wish, 
with the assurance 
that you can make 
progress in the di- 
rection you choose. 

Some will say 
production testing 
is fine for dairy 
cattle because you 
can easily check 
production by 
weighing the milk; 


but with beef you have to wait too long. 
Experimental data from U.S. Station at 
Miles City, Mont., has proved conclusive- 
ly that the best indication of a beef bull's 
ability to transmit rapid gaining ability 
is his own feedlot record, 

Thus you see we can have a record 
on a beef bull by the time he is 12 
months old, or before he is ready for 
service. To check dairy production your 
sire must sire a heifer calf; and she 
must complete her first lactation before 
you have any resuits; and this will take 
at least 3 years. Three years with beef 
cattle and you will have records on the 
next generation. 


Will these faster developing cattle 
eat more? Tests conducted in Montana, 
Texas, Oregon and Washington show 
that rapid gaining strains consume less 
feed per 100 lbs, of gain. And in many 
cases there was a spread of $5 per cwr. 
in the feed cost per 100 Ibs. of beef. 
There is a close correlation between rate 
and efficiency of gain. Therefore you 
may be reasonably sure that when you 
select rapid gains, you are also select- 
ing for efficiency. 

If you are planning to direct your 
program toward production testing, 
there are a number of sacrifices, at least 
four, that you must be prepared to make

Aut the way back home 
from the 1954 National Barrow Show 
at Austin, Minn. (the 9th Barrow Show 
will be held this year from Sept. 9th 
thru 16th, don’t miss it), I kept wonder- 
ing if there was one word in the English 
language that would describe it.

And don’t think these hog farmers 
who breed their sows to carefully se- 
lected purebred boars, can’t give the 
consumer less fat and more good eat- 
ing on every pork chop she buys. They 
can. Because the breeders who furnish 
the sires are going virtually to guaran- 
tee that when you buy a pig by a Certi- 
fied Meat-Type Boar and out of a Certi- 
fied Meat-Type Litter you are going to 
get pigs bred for meat in loin and hams. 
Rapid gainers too and prolific. 

Sounds like the porcine millenium 
maybe, but it’s here. Thanks to the Na- 
tional Association of Purebred Swine 
Records, the National Barrow Show, the 
hog men in the colleges, and the pro- 
gressive packers who research and pay 
a premium for red meat. 


In 75 years of American livestock

Rejuvenated chargers 


New tractors in every size are being produced by 
International Harvester—the most extensive model 
changes in 14 years. The new Farmall line consists of 
the Il-plow Cub, 1-2 plow “100,” 2-plow “200,” 3-plow 
“300” and 4-plow “400” which replace the old Cub, 
Super A, C, H and M-TA. All are heavier, from 100 
to 250 Ibs., with improved engines, new hydraulic sys- 
tems and new transmission and drive units. All are 
equipped with the “back-click-and-go” Fast Hitch intro- 
duced on one mode! last year. The 300” and “400” have 
torque amplifier drive and continuous PTO with match- 
ing implements 

The J. I. Case Co. decided that wheel-type diesel 
tractors could be much improved if they were designed 
for diesel fuel from the ground up instead of being 
adapted from gasoline tractors. So Case retooled at con- 
siderable expense and recently introduced the “400” in 
this line. It is available with both diesel and gasoline 
engine, but since the tractor was built for diesel fuel, 
both engines have the same reinforced block casting, 
heavy crankshaft and alloy iron piston sleeves. Both also 
have the Powr-Range transmission which provides 8 for- 
ward and 2 reverse speeds with a single compact gear set. 

Four Way Work Control is the description Fergu- 
son engineers give the major improvement in the Fer- 
guson “35.”

95 bushels and is adapted to withstand 
the sudden shocks of today’s heavy duty 
mechanical loading. It has a slanted 
arch for lower clearance, “balanced 
power” with upper and lower cylinders 
driven from opposite sides to reduce 
vibration and side-pull and 3 support 
heads inside an enlarged upper cylinder.

Clipping pastures, clearing brush 
and shredding stalks is the three-way 
job for which the Cut-all Rotary Shred- 
der of Brillion was designed. It features 
a friction slip-clutch designed to lessen 
shock and reduce tractor wear.

Grassland go-getters 


Forage harvesters have come in for 
a lot of improvement this year. New 
Holland's latest model with direrct-cut 
attachment will cut, chop and load up 
to 24 tons an hour. High capacity is 
provided by Flo-Trac, a positive feed 
unit designed to prevent wrapping and 
clogging and to hold the material firm- 
ly for fast, clean chopping. 

A new principle in forage harvest- 
ing is being used by King-Wyse. Cutting 
head and feedrolls are vertical and crop 
travel from pickup to cutting head is 
said to be one-fourth the distance of 
a conventional harvester. Capacity of the 
King-Wyse in grass and corn silage is 
35 tons per hour, in semi-cured hay or 
straw 14 tph. 

Papec has introduced two new har- 
vesters, the “62,” a standard model, and 
the “92,” designed for large operations 
and custom work. New features include 
Quick-Couple for easier attachment of 
units, adjustable axles to make it easy 
to keep the harvester in level operating 
position in fields with ridged rows, and 
an exclusive Finger Feed Roll from 
which steel fingers reach out to draw 
the forage into the throat, then retract 
when regular feed rolls take hold. 

New in simplified field choppers 
is the Lundell Offset Chopper with an 
offset hitch and narrower swath cut of 
58” for small hp requirement.

Pulverizer, Hay and Cornstalk Chopper. 
Designed for operating on smooth, rock- 
free terrain, the Chain Knife operates 
on a 10.6” sheave and’ provides an eco- 
nomical method of forage harvesting 
for green-chop or the small operation.

200 ths. Pick out a big-for-age, 
Meat-type boar. . . . Push steers on 
grain for that Sept.-Oct. market... . 
Buy any bargains you can find in 
feeder cattle or lambs to use cheap fall 
feed. ... Sell fat lambs on price up- 
turns; hold thin ones to finish on bet- 
ter pasture. . . .

Yo farmers are setting 
new records too—in output of livestock 
and oma products. Cattle popula- 
tion at an all-time high and this year’s 
big pig crop (4rd largest) will provide 
more meat than ever before. Average 
consumer will have to hark back to 
1908 to recall when he had more meat 
on his plate. Milk production is greater 
than in any previous month. Eggs and 
poultry have been breaking all records. 

Yes, the livestock economy is here; 
has been for a long time. Sales of live- 
stock and livestock products have pro- 
duced a larger share of farmers’ yearly 
cash income than crops for over 30 
years, But the livestock economy right 
now is expanding faster than popula- 
tion growth and better eating can in- 
crease demand. So the general level of 
prices is likely to average slightly low- 
er.in the year ahead. And so, it may 
be a litle harder for you to make good 
returns in the next 12 months. 


Beef cattle of Good to Prime grades 
probably will advance moderately—5 
to 100—~in late summer and early fall. 
Prices are likely to reach peak during 
the fall instead of continuing to rise 
until January, like last season. Propor- 
tion of yearlings headed for the fall 
market is rather high. Price will depend 
partly on the amount of short-feeding 
for fall and easly winter market, which

hinges on the outcome of the corn crop. 

Commercial and lower grades of 
slaughter cattle are likely to trend down 
in the next 2 or 4 months. Marketing 
of grassers will gradually increase. If 
recent improvement on the range is 
maintained by further rains, producers 
will try to carry over more cows and 
young stock than last year. 


Stocker and feeder cattle may be a 
little cheaper in early fall. Offerings 
will increase from West and Southwest. 
Demand has been slow; finishers made 
but little money on their fat cattle and 
aren't sure about the corn crop. Little 
contracting for fall delivery has been 
done, tho an occasional deal is reported 
at prices $1 higher than last year 

Get as many cattle as possible in 
Choice finish for sale in Sept.-Oct. Give 
high quality cattle on grass a period of 
grain feeding to get out of the grasser 
class. If you are a grazier, sell some of 
your heavier, fleshier cattle soon—be- 
fore the peak run from the range. 
Weight gains after August are smaller 
and offset by the price drop. Cutting 
down the herd will leave more feed for 
your lighter, thinner cattle. Keep a 
sharp eye for any low-priced replace- 
ment cattle. Bide your time on buying, 
unless you have a lot of cheap forage 
that you can use to graze down the cost. 


Hog producers even will “eat lower 
on the hog” in the year ahead. A 101- 
million pig crop, counting spring & fall 
farrow, is larger than previously report 
ed and means substantially lower prices 
in the next 12 months. Feeding out 
those hogs will boost the price of corn 
some. In 1952, when a crop of this size 
was being marketed before, the hog 
corn ratio averaged 11 for the year. It 
dropped below 10 for a short time. Beef 
supplies are substantially larger now 
than in that year. May mean a still 
lower hog-corn ratio. 

The hog-corn ratio in the past 8 
months was well under the long-term 
average, so that producers’ plan to raise 
9% more pigs this year was a surprise.

However, corn supplies were heavy and 
many farmers were not eligible for price 
support. But, new methods are lower- 
ing production costs. A hog-corn ratio 
equal to the long-run average may be 
better than average now. 


Hog sales will begin to increase in 
August, if they haven't already, from 
the larger earlier spring pig crop. Num- 
ber of spring pigs farrowed before the 
end of February was up 22%; many 
will be ready in the next two months. 
Hence, prices probably will be much be- 
low the summer peak—$16 or less by 
December, we judge. 

It will pay you to push hogs fast 
for market through late summer and 
early fall. Sell at around 200 Ibs. 


Lamb prices probably will be mod- 
erately down hill for the next two or 
three months. More lamb as the range 
crop expands on top of more other 
meats will require bargains to induce 
housewives to take it off the counter. 

Lambs that are well finished and 
weigh 80 lbs. or more should be mar- 
keted on price bulges. Because they're 
not likely to gain enough to offset the 
price drop. Many range produc ers must 
sell in Sept.-Oct. Thin lambs should be 
put on good pastures as soon as you can 
provide it. Shearing is good practice as 
much as 6 weeks before finished. 

Wool price prospects are a little 
brighter, but any rise is not likely to be 
much more than the cost of carrying. 
Prices to producers have averaged about 
4th less than the support level. That 
gives an inkling as to the size of your 
incentive payment to average out the 
national price to 62c.

3 races. 


8. Should inbreeding be condemned? 
No. By and large inbreeding is an in- 
strument of great value to the livestock 
breeder who is well enough informed 
to use it intelligently. Success demands 
the utmost care in planning close mat- 
ings and in selecting the related in- 
dividuals to be mated. 


9. What has been accomplished 
through government control of the 
range lands? Further conflicts between 
cattlemen and sheepmen have been 
avoided, stocking has been regulated 
to prevent depletion of grazing areas 
and much greater use of the National 
Forests has been realized.

Hereford Sec'y Paul Swaffar writes 
from beneath the stately pylon on the 
bluff oveglooking the Kansas City Stock 
Yards that he is getting 1,504 transfers 
of ownership a day, and 2,192 applica- 
tions for registration. But what's that, 
when you remember there are 10,932 
babies born every day, each one wanting 
some beef at 6 weeks? From then on, 
growing, maturing, aging, the protein 
of beef is essential to every new per- 
son's well being. Pedigrees were issued 
to 552,554 Herefords last year. 

Aberdeen-Angus will register their 
2,000,000th Black Poll at the 8th Fu- 
turity in Lexington, Aug. 10-12. The 
Angus Ass'n’ was incorporated on Nov 
21, 1883, just 2 years after Breeder's 
Gazette's first issue. It took 64 years 
to register the first 1,000,000 doddies, 
but only 744 to make the 2nd million. 
By June Ist of this year 128,039 Angus 
calves had been registered, 108,061 trans- 
ferred, and 1,833 new breeder-members 
joined up. Before you witness the ma- 
jestic 1955 parade of Angus bulls at the 
fair, ground will be broken on a beau- 
tiful 5-acre tract in St. Joseph, Mo., for 
the erection of a new breed headquar- 
ters, whence the secretariate will move 

Sec’y 
Frank Richards says no other breed has 
captured grand championships for car- 
load, single steer, carcass and group-of-3, 
since the Ist International Exposition in 
1900. Angus got all 4 supreme honors 
last year, and at 49 Internationals cap- 
tured 74% of interbreed sweepstakes.

A corn snapping unit 
goes on in place of the 
header. You adjust Cyl- 
inder speed, concave 
spacing and sieve open- 
ings. Then into the corn- 
field with your combine

ears. 

Field-shelling corn this way offers 
several advantages: You can harvest 
corn earlier, in good weather; more time 
to seed wheat or for fall plowing. The 
shelled corn is easier to handle, stores 
in half the space; it can often be arti- 
ficially dried and stored in grain bins at 
a cost no greater than for additional 
cribs. Less labor; saves one complete 
operation if corn is to be shelled any- 
way; no wagon to pull. Field losses are 
reduced by earlier harvesting and more 
efficient equipment. 

Farmers, universities and equipment 
companies have been experimenting with 
corn combines for several years. Now, 
at least two companies are on the mar- 
ket with 2-row snapper attachments for 
their self-propelled combines.

vest large acreages, 
ments are for the self-propelled 
But crop drying with unheated air may 
soon become a regular part of general 
farm operations. So as corn attachments 
are perfected and reduced in cost they 
will also be made for pull-type com- 
bines. 

The idea of threshing corn is not 
new. 115 years ago in England “setting 
threshing machine rollers and drums 
somewhat wider than usual” was called 
a practical method of husking and shell- 
ing corn. Most recently Prof. George 
Pickard, who built a fire under the pot 
with his work at Illinois, says the com- 
bine is “just a natural for the job that 


pickers do only tolerably well.’ 


Farly experimental models used a 
sickle bar and augers to put stalk, leaves 
and all through the combine in an at- 
tempt to avoid the usual field losses at 
the picker rolls. Addition of a shredder 
at the rear could then have provided 
fodder or bedding, or helped smash bor- 
ers and distribute trash. These combines 
did a good job of separating, but these 
long stalks were hard to control and it 
took too much power to put the whole 
field of corn over the straw walkers. 
Most farmers didn’t seem to care about

saving the fodder or bedding, so it was 
decided shredding could be a separate 
operation for those who want it. 

The trend now is to snapping rolls 
set below a pair of stripper bars. This 
results in less butt-shelling than with 
conventional picker rolls. Convenient 
levers set snapper-roll and stripper-plate 
spacing just wide enough to snap the 
ears without breaking the stalks or pick- 
ing up a lot of leaves and trash. 

Mechanization often saves a lot of 
labor while sacrificing some of the effi- 
ciency of hand methods. In the case 
of corn pickers, fallen ears and shelled 
corn left in the field may run as high 
as 20, 25 or even 40% of the crop, 
depending on crop condition and mois- 
ture content. Field losses of 10% are 
the usual thing. This is why Prof. Hurl- 
but of Nebraska says improved harvest- 
ing methods offer as big an opportunity 
for increased “yields” as has hybrid corn. 

The corn combine does not solve 
the problem of down ears. However, it 
is already more efficient than a picker 
in preventing shelled corn losses. In 
addition, field shelling 7 to 10 days 
earlier than you could start picking 
means both more standing stalks and 
less shelling than in drier corn. 

The snapper-combine cross ought to 
be considerably safer than the pickers 
which have mutilated so many hands. 
Earlier harvesting means less packing 
of wet soil, Drying is often good crop 
insurance anyway. Combining corn is 
said to cost no more than picking. 

Farmers who have'\not been able to 
justify a combine on the basis of their 
small-grain acreage alone may find the 
smaller units practical when these ar- 
rive. Versatile machines are the goal 
these days, and such an all-crop har- 
vester would spread equipment cost 
through several seasons and over both 
small-grain and row crops. 

Those who have seen 6 bu/min 
pouring into the bin while traveling 
down the rows some 5 mph say that 
golden flow of coarse grain looks mighty

DDT for Beef Cattle Flies— 
Dixon Springs beef cattle were sprayed 
with DDT to control horn flies. George 
Cmarik, cattle researcher, uses 8# of 50% 
wettable powder in 100 gallons of water. 
One spraying will last 4 weeks if cattle 
are wet well with about 14 gallon of spray 
per cow, 


New Control for Sheep Ticks— 
114% dieldrin dust gives more complete 
control of sheep ticks after one thorough 
treatment, says Robt. Pfadt, Wyoming en- 
tomologist. Tests at Laramie proved this 
dieldrin dust better than all others tried. 
It acts as a tailor-made poison for sheep 
ticks and it stays in the wool long enough 
to kill the young ticks as they hatch. Dust 
ing all your sheep with the new dust just 
once after shearing will rid the flock of 
all ticks. The new dust may -cost a dollar 
more for a 50-lb. sack, but its better con- 
trol means lower cost in the long run. 
Take the usual precautions, Run sheep 
with the wind and keep out of the dust 
as much as possible. The dust does not 
make the meat unsafe or sheep hazardous 
to shear. Wyo. tests have gained Food and 
Drug Administration approval. No poison 
remained in the carcass 90 days after dust- 
ing. Wool held dieldrin up to 86 days 
but none remained 191 days afterwards. 


Turkey Without a Father— 
A startling development was announced by 
Dr. W. M. Olson, the same poultry scien- 
tist who crossed Silver Cornish on New 
Hampshire Reds to get the Beltsville Broil- 
er. In tTunning an experiment with un 
fertilized turkey eggs, one of the eggs 
hatched a live turkey! This is called par- 
thenogenesis. 
and lower forms are known to develop em- 
bryos from eggs that have never been fer 
tilized but this was the first time scientists 
have noted a warm-blooded vertebrate to 
be produced without a sperm cell fertiliz- 
ing an ovum,

Tue Nat'l Livestock & Meat 
Board, 407 S. Dearborn St., Chicago 5, 
is collecting nearly a million dollars a 
year now and spending it effectively to 
promote the consumption of the good 
red meat and medicines from your cat- 
tle, hogs and sheep.

As Wes- 
ley was talking down town, an Ohio 
packer paid $22.00 for hogs out in the 
yards, a load of black steers weighing 
1,300 Ibs. brought $25.50, while the best 
a deck of Prime lambs could command 
was $25.25.

(from page 8) that you are develop- 
ing a strain of cattle that will not 
give enough milk to raise their calves. 

2. You must select for both rate of 
gain and type. Good looks is not a 
sign of efficiency even in the human 
race. The good looking blocky calf that 
lacks 200 ibs. of equalling his mates as 
a yearling should go to the stockyards. 
The cow that raises two poor calves in 
succession should be replaced. Of course, 
there is always a chance that the third 
or fourth calf might be outstanding, but 
the odds are great that its progeny will 
have a wide variation in desirability. 
Some bloodlines consistently produce 
good individuals, some consistently poor, 
and some extremely variable. 

3. You must keep individual records 
and have a definite weighing schedule. 
The more complete your records are the 
more valuable they will be in determin- 
ing the comparative value of bloodlines 
and individuals. The percentage of pure- 
breds that have ever been on the scales 
is extremely low. 

4. You should feed your entire calf 
crop together on the same practical 
ration. This will give you a production 
record on every cow in your herd every 
year and these records will be helpful 
when selecting herd replacements and 
eliminating culls. Much of your progress 
will be in locating undesirable animals. 

It is impossible to say how fast you 
will progress or how far you will go in 
this program; but perhaps the methods 
we use at Haigler Hereford Farms will 
be of assistance. 

During the first 4 years after we 
discovered that certain bloodlines were 
producing the rapid gaining calves, rec- 
ords were kept on several groups of bull 
calves. From these records we selected 
two sires— H 713 and H 833.- These 
bulls sired the top-gaining individuals 
three years in a row and now their 
daughters are producing many of the 
top calves in the herd. 

In 1950 we established the follow- 
ing program: All our calves are weigh- 
ed and tattooed at birth; all are weaned 
and weighed at 7 months. They are then 
sorted according to sex into two feedlots 
and fed in self-feeders a ration of corn- 
cob meal, hay, grass, silage, soybean 
meal, and mineral for 40 days. 

During this feeding period all calves 
are individually weighed every 28 days 
At the end of the feed trial, the top 10 
heifers and the top bull are selected for 
herd replacements; those in the lower 
25% are sold for beef. All the data on 
the entire calf crop is compiled and sent 
to our prospective customers. 

A summary of 452 head tested 
shows that the rate of gain for all bull 
calves has increased .69 lbs. per day 
and for the heifers .35 Ibs. per day in 5 
years. This year the bull calves gained 
81 Ibs. more, and the heifers 48 Ibs. 
more than calves on a similar test in 1950. 

Rapid gaining ability is continuing 
into the second generation. This is 
shown by the fact that the first calves 
of 10 heifers, selected because of their 
superior records in 1950, gained more 
rapidly than the average of our entire 
calf crop.

|As John Morrell’s Rus Plager said: 
“The crying need of the swine indus- 
ltry today is not merely less fat, but

row also had only 2.05 sq. in. of loin 
muscle. He had no fat, but no eating 
either. Compare that with Flash Chief's 
barrow that measured 6.11 sq. in. of loin. 
Now which sire would you rather have 
father your next year’s pig crop?

Why Not 
Silage Shows? 


W: have blue ribbons for 
the best animals. Why shouldn’t we have 
blue ribbons for the best silage? 

The Ohio State Fair Board has ap- 
propriated money for a hay and silage 
show this fall. There will be ribbons 
and trophies. That's how important 
Ohio thinks good silage is. 

Last March, during the Ohio Farm 
and Home Week, one afternoon was de- 
voted to a Silage Clinic. This was su- 
pervised by D>. C. F. Rogers and C. L. 
Blackman. Representative samples were 
brought in by farmers and county agents. 
Each sample was placed on a paper plate 
on long tables. Grass silage was sepa- 
rated from corn silage. Dr. Rogers dis- 
cussed the characteristics of good silage. 
He pointed out some of these among the 
different samples. A dairyman looking 
on said to me: “You learn by doing. I 
can do a better job of making good 
silage by what I learned today.” 

How do you know that your silage 
is good? Your herd at feeding time 
may eat what is put out before them. 
The silage seems to be just moist enough. 
It has a green color. When you handle 
the silage your hands have a cheese-like 
odor. dt just seems to be good silage. 

But, how would it compare with 
your neighbor's? Better yet, does any- 


| one in the county have as good silage? 





One of the best ways to compare 
silage is in a silage show. The silage ex- 
hibit is becoming very popular in coun- 


ty and state fairs. There are silage 
shows held at regional fairs, too. 
Pennsylvania has a large silage 


show. At the Pennsylvania Farm Show 
you can see the glass containers set up 
on long shelves. Each sample is labeled. 
Experts examine the samples and judge 
each for the characteristics that it takes 
to make blue ribbon silage. 

After the morning session of Farm- 
ers Field Day, held at Middle Tennessee 
State College, a tour was made over the 
college farm. One of the largest crowds 
was around the silage samples on ex- 
hibit. Dr. C. N. Stark spent most of his 
time between two large upright silos 
showing how he made good silage. 

What is causing all this new inter- 
est in silage shows? By watching and 
comparing what others are doing we 
can pick up some good ideas. Another 
reason is the deSire of livestock feeders 
to know more about the efficiency of 
silage in meat and milk production. 

Yes, there is a big difference in 
silage. We do not consider silage just 
for silage’s sake anymore. Henry Long 
says there used to be only two ways to 
judge silage: either the animals ate it, 
or they didn’t. 

Now we know so much more about 
what makes good silage. And where 
would there be a better place than a 
Silage Show to compare and see many 
different kinds of good silage?—THEO.
